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Home is Unit In Present 


Campaign Against Fly 


This year's anti-fly 
campaign is 


directed toward ridding cities of flies, 
district by district, offering prizes to 
the leaders in the first sections or 
ditrict of a city where the flies have 
been practically exterminated. This 
new task may not be so difficult of 
accomplishment as some may expect, 
for it means merely a determined ef- 
fort to get a hearty co-operation of 
a community in 
clean, wholesome 


homes, free from refuse piles in the 
back yards, open garbage receptacles 
and unclean stables. 


In the campaign of the 1912 st3-le, 


the single home is the natural unit in 
the country and the block in 
the 


cities and towns. In both the coun- 
try and city, where the community is 
composed of intelligent people with 
an appreciation 5f the danger of the 
fly as a spreader of filth mid disease 
germs, it is expected that a good nat- 
nred rivalry will be indulged in to 
see which unit will first be flyless. 


The places which are first made 


thoroughly clean and where houses 
and stores are screened and kept so 
for a reasonable length of time are 
naturally the first to become flyless, 
because it has been shown that the 
fly breeds in filth and feeds on the 
food which people eat, and at 
the 


same time spreads the germs of dis- 
ease. 
The leaders in 
the 
anti-fly 


'movement point out that there is 
nothing more to the fly extermination 
| problem than the taking away of the 
breeding places and a determined 
•campaign of starvation, which is ac- 
complished 
by 
screening -homes, 


stores, and stables when possible, the 
places where flies obtain their food. 


It is easier to arouse interest in 


the anti-fly campaign of 1912 
and 


future years than .it has been in the 
past, for people in all parts of the 
country have learned of the investi- 
•ations made by scientists and health 
boards which show that the fly is re- 
sponsible for the spread of many dis- 
eases, including the dreaded typhoid 
fever, tuberculosis, smallpox, cerebro 
spinal meningitis, would fevers 
and 


the smaller sicknesses-of children. 


On the small feet of a fly many 


serins of disease have been found in 
countless mierosccpic 
examinations. 


In cases where flies have been allow- 
ed to feed on the fluids from c.ises of 
certain dieases. the bodies 
of 
the 


flies have have been crushed after 
five or sis days and the" specific dis- 
ease was developed when the extract 
of the fluid was injected into animals. 
Investigations of this kind carried on 
by the Rockefeller institute show that 
almost any disease which 
can 
be 


carried from one human being to an- 
other also may be carried by flies.

Mr. Barnard has so much 
faith in his discovery that he has re- 
fused for the time to say where the 
specimens of slime examined were 
procured. • 


"To my knowledge," Mr. Barnard 


said, "this is the first time that this 
experiment has been . conducted 
in 


America. In Germany the river slime 
is being utilized for fertilizer, but I 
believed, and other chemists in this - 
country 
believed 
that American 


rivers are too rapid in their flow to 
permit sewage to be deposited in tbe 
river beds. 


"It was always supposed that this 


valuable material was washing 'into 
:he Gulf of Mexico. My experiment 
has proved beyond doubt that this Js 
not true. There is a great amount of 
sewage dumped into Indiana streams 
and in many places the Ing deposits 
ire extremely valuable. 


any fertilizer companies n.*e' 


crude chemicals as a basis for their 
product, adding nitrogen, potash and 
phosphoric acids. 
This river slime, 


if scraped out of the streams and 
left to dry on the bank, would be 
valuable for use in this way. Analy- 
sis of the best slime, however, proves 
that it is ready to be spread on the 
fields as soon as it is dry. When I say 
that this stuff is as valuable as ferti- 
lizer as the products selling for $30 a 
ton I am not casting any reflection 
on the quality of manufactured pro- 
ducts." 


Mr. Barnard believes he has made 


a discovery that will assist in 
the 


conservation and use of the stare's 
natural resources, and, although ad- 
mitting that his discovery has its hu- 
morous phases and seems very mnch 
like a well-spun story, the chemical 
analysis proves beyond doubt that 
there will be money for some enter- 
prising persons in scraping the bot- 
toms of Indiana streams to procure 
sewage deposits for fertilizing pur- 
poses.

THE USE OF DRIED FRUITS. 


Most housekeepers hardly appreci- 


ate the value of dried fruits. They 
are much more wholesome for the 
children's eating than the sweet pre- 
serves and canned fruit that is con- 
sidered necessary in nearly all homes. 


One of the mistakes of the house- 


wife in her lack of appreciation is 
that she doesn't cook such fruits long 
enough to develop the flavor, so they 
think they are tasteless arid unpalata- 
ble, and give up serving them at all. 


The secret of delicious dried fruit 


is long, slow cooking. 1%e fireless 
cooker is an ideal place to cook dried 
fruits. 


Wash the fruit thoroughly In a little 


warm water, to remove 
all foreign 


matter. Put on to soak over night, or' 
boil about five minutes rapidly, and 
put into the fireless cooker to remain 
over night. A dish of well-cooked 
prunes with a little cream and some 
bread and butter makes, with an egg, 
an ideal breakfast for a small child. 


When the fruit is taken from the 


cooker each piece will be swelled to 
its original size, unbroken and full of 
the juicy, aromatic flavor of fresh 
fruit, so much in advance of the flat, 
insipid product of the tin canned va- 
riety. 


Peas, beans and 
lentils arc 
all 


treated in this manner, and are cheap- 
er, besides being fully as satisfactory 
as the canned. 


Tapioca and sago are delicious des- 


serts combined with dried 
stewed 


fruits. 


In cooking tapioca with dried fruits 


put it to bake, and stir occasionally, 
adding water if it seems too dry. 
Serve with cream and sugar. This 
makes a nice dessert for children who 
must carry their luncheon to school. 


Prunes flavored, with a bit of lemon 


Juice and sugar, rolled Into buns or 
rolls are especially liked by the chil- 
dren for luncheon.

The First Cable. 


The laying down of the flret Inter- 


continental cable was begun In 1857. 
The vessels; two American and two 
British, laid 300 miles of the cable, 
when It snapped, and the attempt was 
put off until 18^8. In August of that 
year the junction between the two 
continents was completed by the lay- 
ing down of 2,050 miles of cable from 
Valentia, Ireland, to

Death List at Regina Will Not Be 


Regina, Sask., July 2. — Forty-one' 


dead and a property loss of $11,000,- 
000 tells tSe calamity wrought by the ' 
cyclone which visited this city Sunday , 
evening, so far as is known. Beneath ' 
the debris of the huge blocks for which 
Regina is famous, however, lie many- 
other bodies, for at least thirty citi- 
zens have not yet been accounted for, 
and it will be days before the debris) 
has been moved away. The city is ' 
under martial law. 


When the Commoner Sought Chair- 


man of the Missouri Delegation to 
Demand Explanation For a Taunting 
Banner Which Clarkites Had Flaunt- 
ed in His 
Face, Violence 
Was 


Threatened by Missourians. 


Baltimore, July 2.—William Jen- 


nings Bryan was threatened with per- 
sonal violence and almost mobbed on 
the floor of the convention by the Mis- 
souri delegation. Fists flew through 
the air and it was the most disorderly 
scene thus far. Bryan, white with an- 
ger, finally sought safety on the speak- 
er's platform. 
The Missouri delega- 


tion, incensed because of Bryan's pub- 
lic denunciation of Champ Clark, and 
angry because the Wilson forces had 
taken the lead in the voting away 
from Clark, made a demonstration 
against Bryan, using a banner witn an 
inscription which quoted Bryan as 
saying that Clark was an incorruptible 
man with a life above reproach. They 
flaunted the banner in the face of Bry- 
an, carrying it right to the Nebras- 
kan's delegation. 
The Missourians 


shook their-fists in Bryan's face, took 
a fan away from him which he subse- 
quently recovered, talked of lynching 
him and said bitter words to him. Fist 
fights followed and the police with 
difficulty separated the combatants. 


When calm had been restored Chair- 


man Ollie James announced that here- 
after any person who carried a banner 
on the floor of the convention would 
be arrested^ as the banners of the can- 
didates have been productive of wild 
scenes. It was some time before the 
uproar entirely subsided. 


A personal apology later was made 


to William J. Bryan by former Gover- 
nor David R. Francis of Missouri, who 
said he was not in the convention hall 
when Clark adherents placed in front 
of the Xebraskan a banner bearing 
Mr. Bryan's former eulogistic estimate 
of the speaker. Mr. Francis said the 
action of the men handling the banner 
was an indignity, and expressed the 
opinion that it would not have hap- 
pened had he been present. 


Didn't Visit the Armory. 


Baltimore, July 2.—Champ Clark 


came over from Washington for a few 
hours last evening. He conferred with 
Senator Stone of Missouri, William R. 
Hearst and other Clark leaders. If 
Speaker Clark had any intention of 
entering the convention and tackling 
Mr. Bryan verbally he gave it up, and 
returned to "Washington without visit- 
Ing the armory.

Tetanus on Fourth 


It is important to sound a note of 


'

' 
' 
warning' eaetf 
annual celebration of Independance 
Day, calling attention to the possi- 
bilities of further reducing the mor- 
tality of tetanus; Consultation of the 
annual compilation made by The 
Journal of the 
American 
Medical 


Association of the tetanus cases oc- 
curring as the result of Fourth-of- 
July celebrations ' since • 1903 
will 


show that there has been a gradual 
reduction in number. In 1903 there 
were 415 cases of tetauus in 
the 


United States as the result of Fourth 
of July injuries; in 1911 there were 
only eighteen. Of the eighteen cases 
of tetanus occurring in 1911, ten, or 
55 per cent^ temina-teiUfatally, as 
compared with 93 per cent, in 1910, 
84 per cent, in 1909 and 72 per cent. 
in 190S. While these figures are very 
gratifying they can still be improved. 
Tetanus, and particularly deaths as 
the result of tetanus, are almost en- 
tirely avoidable. ^ Not only the lay- 
man, but also the physician, should 
be impressed . with the fact 
that a 


death from tetanus should practical- 
ly never occur. The loss of life from 
this cause 'must be ascribed entirely 
to the-neglect'of the patient or his 
parents to seek medical advice early 
enough after the injury. The experi- 
ence of years proves 
conclusively 


that tetanus antitoxin is most' valu- 
able, bnt entire dependance.shqnld 
not be placed on it to the neglect of • 
other treatment. Antitoxin is not a 
substitute for 
surgical care and 


treatment; it is an aid thereto"." Fa- 
tal results may occur because anti- 
toxin is injected too late or because 
the local infection is not given the 
necessary attention. 
The antitoxin 


should be used at the earliest pos- 
sible opportunity, in sufficiently large 
doses. The injection may be repeat- 
ed often and the dosage increased 
without doing harm to the patient. 
The most essential curative measure 
is the proper treatment of the wound. 
The tetanus bacillus dies on exposure 
to air, and it is most important that 
every part of the wound be exposed 
freely to the air. 
The presence: of 


even on infinitesmal quantity of oxy- 
ren stops its activities; therefore, a 
sufficient supply of oxygen will pre- 
vent its growth and the production of 
its poisons. Free incision under gen- 
eral or local anesthesia exposes, the 
wo«nd sufficiently to the air. Thor- 
ough removal of every;.;particle of 
foreign material from the wound and 
the application of a liglf dressing to 
prevent infection by pu£~. organisms, 
with the other measures suggested, 
are sufficient treatment.

PRESSURE IN OCEAN DEPTHS 


Enormous Force That It Would «eem 


Nothing Could Be AM* to 


Resist 


An Implosion, as the term Indicates, 


la the direct opposite of an explosion. 
The conditions most favorable (or the 
production of an implosion exist at 
great depth in the sea. At 2,500 fath- 
oms the pressure is, roughly speaking, 
about two and a half tons to the 
square inch, a pressure that is several 
time greater than that exerted by 
steam upon the piston of a powerful 
engine.

enormous force of this deep-sea pres- 
sure was afforded on< one occasion 
•when a government vessel was en- 
gaged in 
marine 
exploration.

thick glass tube several inches 
in 


length and full of air was hermetical- 
ly sealed at both ends, wrapped in 
flannel and placed in one of the wide 
copper cylinders employed to protect 
deep-sea thermometers 
when 
they 


are sent down with the sounding ap- 
paratus. Holes were bored in this 
cylinder so that water might :have 
free access to the interior round the 
glass. The case wag then lowered to 
a depth of. 2,000 fathoms and drawn 
up again.

BAND PUMPED OUT 


They had been shouting in chorus 
whenever their time came to record 
their vote, and usually they tailed a 
cheer after the announcement. 
But 


now they were merely grunting out 
the vote and wasting no energy in 
cheers. Ollie James having some bus- 
iness on the floor, turned over the 
gavel to Senator O'Gorman of New 
York. Senator O'Gorman was roundly 
cheered when he showed on the plat- 
form. 


The thirty-sixth ballot was without 


interest or little change. Connecticut 
shitted four votes from Clark to "Un- 
derwood on the thirty-eighth ballot. 
At 10:10 o'clock the Illinois^delega- 
tion had a caucus. The general im- 
pression waa that Illinois intended to 
bolt to Wilson. It was also said that 
the Wilson men were planning a stam- 
pede on the thirty-ninth ballot. Again 
there was much excitement in the hall. 
For the first time there was a break 
in Colorado's twelve for Clark, one 
delegate voting for Wilson.

grabbed two more delegates in Iowa. 
Rumors of a general break were fly- 
ing about the hall. 


The fortieth ballot was begun with 


the same hopeless situation confront- 
ing the delegates. 
Ohio varied the 


proceedings by introducing the name 
of Mayor Gaynor, taking away another 
of Harmon's sparse following. From 
Virginia one of Wilson's votes went to 
Bryan, and there was a shout from the 
commoner's friends. The forty-second 
ballot proceeded with little change, 
though a joker from Iowa exploded the 
biggest laugh of the convention. It 
cast a vote for none other than the 
Honorable J. Hamilton Lewis, who at 
that time held the gavel. There was 
as much applause as had been turned 
loose for either Wilson or Clark, and 
J. Ham lowered his head modestly un- 
til the hurrah died out. His eyes 
twinkled as he announced the vote.

THE AIR CLAIMS 


MORE VICTIMS 


Miss QMy and Manager WH- 


lard Killed at Boston. 


THOUSANDS WERE HORRIFIED 


While Carrying as a Passenger the 


Manager of the Harvard Aviation 
Field,-Miss Harriet Quimby's Ma- 
chine Developed a Fault and Avia- 
trice and Her Passenger Were Dash- 
ed to Death a Thousand Feet Below. 


Boston, July 2.—Shortly after G 


o'clock last evening the martyr roll of 
the science of aviation was increased 
by two souls, when Harriet Quimby of 
New York, premier aviatrice of this 
continent, 'and William A. P. •Willard 
of this city, manager of the third meet 
on the Harvard field, were hurled a 
thousand feet into Dorchester bay 
from Miss Quimby's Bleriot of the 
most recent war type, and instantly 
killed. 


Instantly an admiring, applauding 


gathering of more than 5,000 people 
was thrown into a hysterical mass. 
Women shrieked and men jumped 
from their seats in a mad frenzy. The 
orderly stands in a moment were a 
seething mass as the crowds tried to 
rush to the western edge of the field 
on Dorchester bay, where the bodies 
had been seen to catapault into the 
bay about twenty feet from the shore. 


At the time of the.accident Miss 


Quimby was getting all she could out 
of her powerful 70-horse-power motor 
In an effort to break the record made 
by Claude Grahame-White for a flight 
to Boston light and return with a pas- 
senger. She had been to the light, re- 
turned to the field, and circled it once 
and was on her last lap of the course 
when the accident happened. Grace- 
fully the trim-looking plane sped about 
the field at a rate estimated at be- 
tween sixty and seventy miles an hour. 
High above her Miss Blanche Scott 
was gracefully circling the field in her 
Martin biplane and gazing intently 
down at the pair in the monoplane. 


Observers suddenly saw that some- 


thing out of the ordinary was about 
to happen. The machine faltered for 
a minute, the nose pointed earthward, 
and then like a shot from a cannon. 
'Vnilard was hurled out over the motor 
with both hands outstretched in the 
manner of a diver, and started down- 
ward at a frightful rate. Just a few 
seconds later the horrified throng saw 
the woman pulled out of her seat and 
into the air, following the same course 
taken by Willard. Both shot down- 
ward at terrific speed, turning somer- 
saults in the air, and they struck the 
water about twenty feet apart. 


Down through space went the ma- 


chine minus the guiding hand of its 
fair operator, with the motors whirring 
and 500 feet from where the bodies of 
the two passengers had landed on the 
water's surface, the machine landed 
bottom side up and floated and then 
was brought to shore. 


From the Savin Hill Yacht club a 


fleet of motor boats raced to the scene 
and brought the bodies to the shore. 
In the opinion of "the doctors both 
were dead before they struck the 
water. 
Numerous cuts and bruises 


covered each and there were many 
crushed bones. There is probably no 
person who will ever be able to tell 
what caused the accident, but some 
are inclined to the belief that the tail 
control broke, for it suddenly pointed 
upward into the air and then the fatsd 
occupants of the machine shot out. 


Miss Quimby was born at Arroyo 


Grande, Cal., May 1, 1884. 
While still 


in her teens she began to write for 
newspapers in San Francisco and 
made several trips abroad for various 
publications. 
Miss Quimby was the 


first woman to fly for a pilot's license. 
In May of last year she became a pupil 
in the Moissant school at Mineola, L. 
I., and made her qualifying flights on 
Aug. 2 of the same year. She not only 
fulfilled the requirements, but set up 
a world's record for accurate landing 
with a monoplane. It had always been 
her boast that she had never had an 
accident in the air, and by her skill- 
ful driving, she had been able to over- 
come perilous situations on several oc- 
casions. 
Miss Quimby always main- 


tained that a flying machine was as 
safe as an automobile as long as one 
was careful. Her most notable achieve- 
ment was a flight across the English 
channel 
from Dover, England, to 


Hardelot, France. 


Miss Quimby is the fourth woman to 


meet death in an aeroplane accident 
A few weeks ago Mrs. Julia Clark, an- 
other licensed woman pilot, was killed 
at Springfield, 111. 
The other two 


were Miss Denise Moore, an American 
girl, who was killed hear Paris, and 
Miss Suzanne Bernard, a French avi- 
atrice.

Climbers 


Flora. ,Dear: Your letter rather 


piqued me. Tour accusations were 
uncalled for. I am not secretive; 
neither have I evaded your questions 
purposely.. Judson Barnet, or "Jack," 
as we now call him, is a wonderfully 
clever, interesting man, and I admire 
Jim exceedingly. 
You may 
safely 


gratify your curiosity with the infor- 
mation that I am not in love with 
him. 


Weren't you surprised to receive my 


card postmarked Switzerland? This 
has been rightly designated the "play- 
ground of Europe." I have had such 
a perfect time and dislike tto think 
that but one more week remains to 
enjoy the scenery. 


I have actually climbed five giant 


mountains of the Alps. Aren't you 
envious? 
Our party arrived at Lu- 


cerne during the late afternoon, and 
when I viewed those majestic moun- 
tains, hedged about with mystery— 
the glaciers filling the 
neighboring 


valleys—the snowpeaks, whose white 
outline against the sky was cameo- 
like in its clearness, I longed to 
reach their summits. Jack and a few 
others voiced the same desire, and 
our consuming ambition became to 
add notches to our alpenstocks. 


Early next morning we ascended 


Rigi to see the sun rise. What an 
inspiring sight! Far 
below flowed 


the River Reuss, and there was Lu- 
cerne surrounded with its walls and 
nine toll houses, resembling a "fairy 
city" held in the fastness of the moun- 
tains by some powerful enchanter. 


The pink-gold light of dawn her- 


alding the approach of day touched 
each tip of the towers, then 
spread 


over the flowery fields of the valley. 
This seemed strange when we were 
surrounded by snow fields. 


The following week we went 
to 


Lake Brieng and crossed to Inter- 
laken. Here the incomparable Jung- 
frau loomed invitingly in the distance. 
The mountain would not come to us, 
so, like Mohammed, we went to the 
mountain. At Lauterbrunnen village 
we took the cable cars, which lifted 
us 2,200 feet to the famous little al- 
pine village of Murren. 


Here we had a wonderful view of 


Jungfrau. 
This maiden of the Alps 


appeals strangely to one. She is sur- 
passed in beauty by Monte Rosa and 
in grandeur by the Matterhorn. To 
me she is the loveliest of mountains. 


We reached the summit at sunset. 


I never imagined such wonderful col- 
oring possible! The evening clouds 
and shadows gathered, and finally 
night enshrouded the peaks with its 
dark, silent pall. We descended half- 
way down the mountain and spent the 
night at a picturesque Swiss inn, 
where we sat around the huge fire- 
place relating strange experiences. 


The following day we journeyed to 


Byron's Lake Geneva, with its roman- 
tic castle of Chillon, spending two 
weeks there. Then we came to Zer- 
iuatt. I am a real mountaineer now. 
You should see "me attired in a rough 
suit, with spiked, shoes, green 
hat 


adorned with a sprig of edehveiss and 
my "ruck-ssck" strapped to my back. 
I somewhat resemble Pilgrim on his 
rough and weary way. First we' aW 
cended Monte Rosa, and two days 
later braved the Matterhorn. I did 
not enjoy climbing this mountain, and 
you will hardly blame me when you 
have heard all. 


Six of us started out, tied to 
the 


same guide. After climbing for hours 
and hours I became frightfully ' fa- 
tigued, and while scaling a rugged 
crag I slipped and turned my ankle 
again. 
To proceed was impossible. 


The guide told us of several 
huts 


built to shelter stormbou'.d climbers, 
instructing us to remain there until 
he returned, and not to attempt a 
descent. 
Jack assisted me—In fact, 


I was almost helpless—to the hut, a 
quarter of a mile from the path. He 
built a fire and bandaged my ankle, 
giving me instant relief, and I fell 
asleep. 


I awoke several hours later, to find
